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Claim Rejections 

1 . The rejections of claims 43 and 50-73 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2""^ paragraph, are withdrawn 
in light of cancellation of the claims. 

2. The rejection of claims 9-16, 28-30, 34, 35, 37-39, 41-43, 47-49, and 50-73 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 1^^ paragraph, is withdrawn in light of the cancellation of the claims. 

3. The rejection of claims 3 and 50-73 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1^^ paragraph, is withdrawn in 
light of the cancellation of the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 and 74-103 arc allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants have 
developed a maize inbred line, designated PH7JD, seed of which has bee deposited with the 
ATCC under Accession No. PTA-4532. Numerous morphological and physiological 
characteristics of PH7JD are taught in Table 1 of the specification. The prior art does not teach 
any maize lines that have the combination of traits shown in Table 1 . Regarding claims 74 and 
96: when the claimed part of the maize plant is a seed, it is interpreted to mean that the seed is 
that which produces maize inbred PH7JD.
